Instead of immediately launch- 
ing into a discussion, this, the

First of all, the Battery staff 
thinks that the students are not 
adequately represented in stu- 
dent government. 

Secondly, the Commissioners 
are elected but once a year. 
Eight people are allowed to em- 
ploy their own opinions and 
judgment in expending approxi- 
mately $20,000 in a budget that 
they themselves outline. 

There is a deplorable lack of 
school spirit. To remedy this, the 
Battery suggests that morning 
assemblies be held in mid-week 
so students. won’t “have gone 
home,” and that the matter of 
dormitories, or at least places to 
rest, shower, and change before 
dances, be investigated and ser- 
iously considered. 

The freshman and sophomore 
classes. function very — poorly. 
They should have regular meet- 
ings at which the Commission- 
ers should report to them the 
activities of the student body 
and the Commission. 

In conclusion, the | Battery 
staff believes that if the school 
administration and committees 
function properly, many of these 
faults can be corrected. It is up 
to the students themselves to 
check the fallacies within their 
school and help to correct them. 
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REGULATIONS REGARDING 
PHYSICAL EDUCATION 


All students who are physical- 
ly fit must take two hours a 
week = of physical education 
class according to state regula- 
tions, unless a written permit 
from a doctor is presented. 

Students who persistently cut 
will be warned and their par- 
ents notified. If they continue to 
cut, they will be barred from 
further attendance to all classes.

Panama Canal 

Are you interested in informa- 
tion pertaining to the Panama 
Canal? 

The canal is only twenty five 
years old, but already it must 
be changed and rebuilt to Be 
bomb and sabotage proof. When 
the canal was built, the United 
States paid Panama ten million 
dollars ‘for the narrow canal 
zone and further, agreed to pay 
$250,000 yearly rental. Although 
the canal is heavily fortified, 
any damage done it would be 
disastrous since it would sepa- 
rate the Atlantic fleet from the 
Pacific fleet and cut our navy’s 
effectiveness ‘in two. Since the 
eanal is. so important, and yet 
vulnerable in certain strategic 
points, there has been some dis- 
cussion of building a supple- 
mentary canal across Nicaragua. 

Seven countries have overlap- 
ping conflicting claims in the 
antarctic which results in a big 
mess and another headache for 
the map makers. The British 
Empire claims three chunks of 
the territory—Falkland Islands 
Dependencies, Ross Dependency 
and an Australian slice. A French 
claim cuts into Australia’s, 
while Norway has a long strip 
of seacoast called Queen Maud’s 
land. This seems muddled 
enough, but to make it more 
confusing, the claims of the oth- 
er countries, Germany, Russia, 
Sweden and the United States 
rest right upon this region. How- 
ever,. technically speaking, only 
Britain, France and Norway 
have officially insisted that they 
own a part of Antarctica: The 
other: countries have taken no 
action on land claimed for them 
by their citizens. 

This continent is the most iso- 
lated of all seven continents for 
it doesn’t stand upon the contin- 
ental.slope that the others have 
in common. 


Antarctica is separated by a 
vast. ocean which is at least 12,- 
000 feet in depth.
